BUT, AND  I  THINK  THIS  IS  THE  MAIN  POINT  OF  PCGS, THE  TRUE  GRADE  OF 
THE  COINS  CONTAINED  IN  PCGS  HOLDERS  IS  LARGELY  I RRELEVANT. THE 
“CONTROVERSY"  ABOUT  GRADING  HAS  NEVER  BEEN  ABOUT  THE  THE  "TRUE  GRADE" 

OF  A  COIN  BUT  ABOUT  ITS  "VALUE" : WHAT  IT'S  WORTH!  INVESTORS  DON'T  REALLY 
CARE  WHETHER  THEIR  1881-S  DOLLAR  IS  MS65  OR  MS64  AS  LONG  AS  THEY  CAN 
GET  MS65  BID  FOR  IT. IF  PCGS  DEALERS  WILL  HONOR  THEIR  PROMISE  TO  BUY 
PCGS  CERTIFIED  COINS  SIGHT  UNSEEN  THE  GRADE  OF  THE  COIN  IN  THE  HOLDER 
WILL  MATTER  NOT  AT  ALL  TO  THE  PEOPLE  FOR  WHOM  PCGS  WAS  CREATED. 

PCGS  WAS  CREATED  TO  SERVE  FINANCIAL  PLANNERS, RETIREMENT  FUND  MANAGERS 
AND  OTHER  MEMBERS  OF  THE  INVESTMENT  COMMUNITY; PEOPLE  WHO  WANT  TO  BUY  A 
COMMODITY  AND  SIX  MONTHS  OR  SIX  YEARS  LATER  CALL  UP , GET  A  QUOTE , SELL  IT, 
TAKE  THEIR  PROFIT  OR  LOSS  AND  MOVE  ON. PCGS  PROMISES  TO  MAKE  RARE  COINS 
THIS  KIND  OF  COMMODITY. A  MEDIUM  OF  EXCHANGE  JUST  LIKE  A  DOLLAR  BILL. 

WE  ALL  KNOW  A  DOLLAR  BILL  IS  JUST  A  PIECE  OF  GREEN  PAPER. YET  WE  ALL 
"AGREE "THAT  IT  IS  WORTH  A  LOAF  OF  BREAD, THREE  ORANGES, OR  A  GALLON 
OF  GAS. THE  SAME  PIECE  OF  PAPER  CAN  BE  EXCHANGED  FOR  OTHER  SIMILAR

OF  PCGS  COINS. PCGS  DEALERS  PROMISE  TO  REDEEM  PCGS  COINS  BASED  ON  THE 
GRADE  LISTED  IN  THE  HOLDER. ONLY  TIME  WILL  TELL  WHAT  THIS  PROMISE 
MEANS. THERE  IS  NO  PROMISE  TO  MAKE  OFFERS  IN  RELATION  TO  ANY  ESTABLISHED 
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VAL.lJi;  GUIDE  SUCH  AG  the  coin  dealer  newsletter,  this  is  a  major  defect. 
ONE  THAT  SURELY  WAS  NOT  SIMPLY  OVERLOOKED. ALSO  NONE  OF  THE  DEALERS 
INVOLVED  SUCCESSFUL!  THOUGH  THEY  MAY  BE  HAS  THE  CAPITAL  TO  PAYOFF 
AN  INSTITUTIONAL  PORTFOI  10  OF  ANY  SIZE  UPON  DEMAND. 

THERE  ART  OF  COURSE  OTHER  PROBLEMS . PCGS  DOES  MOT  PHOTOGRAPH 
THEIR  COINS. HOW  WILL  THEY  AVOID  COIN  SWITCHIN67THE  CASES  ARE 
VERY  DIFFICULT  TO  OPEN  BUT  SOMEONE  WILL  FIND  A  WAY. PCGS  DEALERS 
WILL  "MAKE  A  MARKET" IN  ONLY  CERTAIN  COINS  IN  CERTAIN  GRADES. DOES 
THIS  MEAN  THEY  WIU  ONLY  SEIJ  PCGS  COINS  IN  (HI  GRADES  THEY  "MAKE  A 
HARM  T"  IN?  OR  WIN  1  HI-' Y  LTII  PLUS  MS64  COT  NS  BUI  ONLY  MAIL  OFFERS 
10  BIJ'r  MS60s?  WELL  i  COULD  00  UN.  I  HERE.  ARE  SUITE  I  III  NOS  FOR  PCGS 
TO  WORK  OUT. 

WILL  THE  ARRIVAL  OF  PCGS  MEAN  THE  DISAPPEARANCE  OF  COLLECTOR  COINS? 
WILL  ALL  COINS  END  LIP  IMPRISONED  IN  UNBREAKABLE  PLASTIC  HOLDERS?  NOT 
A  CHANCE. COLLECTORS  WILL  CONTINUE  TO  COLLECT  COINS  AND  COLLECTORS 
COLLECT  COINS  NOT  HOLDERS!  THE  REAL  QUESTION  SHOULD  BE  WHAT  WILL

THE  REASONS  FOR  THE  DRASTIC  DROP  IN  PRICE  OF  COMMON  HIGH  GRADE  COiNS 
ARF  COMPLEX.  BUT,  THERE  ARE  A  COUPLE  MAJOR  REASONS.  THE  FIRST  IS 
EASY  TO  UNDERSTAND.  TENS  OF  THOUSANDS  OF  THE  COMMONEST  COINS 
HAVE  BEEN  SLABBED  IN  THE  HIGHEST  GRADES.  IT  DOES 'NT  TAKE  A  GENIUS 
TO  FIGURE  OUT  THAT  BEING  ONE  OF  ONLY  TWENTY  THOUSAND  PEOPLE  WHO 
HAS  AN  MS65  MORGAN  DOLLAR  DOES "NT  GIVE  ONE  MUCH  LEVERAGE  IN  THE  MARKET. 

THE  SECOND  REASON  IS  DIFFICULT  TO  PIN  DOWN.  BUT  I  BELIEVE  IT  CONSISTS 
MAINLY  IN  THE  FAILURE  OF  PCGS  MARKET  MAKERS  TO  MAKE  AN  HONEST  EFFORT 
TO  SUPPORT  THEIR  OWN  MARKET.  PERHAPS  I  CAN  ILLUSTRATE  THIS  BEST  BY 
DRAWING  A  PARALLEL  WITH  THE  STOCK  MARKET. 

WHEN  THE  STOCK  MARKET  CRASHED  IN  OCTOBER  MANY  MAJOR  CORPORATIONS
